WITH OPINION DIVIDED, CHESTER AWAJTS VOTE TUESDAY 
ON PROPOSED $ 
BOND ISSUE FOR HIGH SCHOOL IMPROVEMENTS 


With opinion seemingly divided, 
Chester electors 
today awaited the 
battle of ballots next Tuesday on a 
proposed 
$60,000 
bond 
Issue 
for 
School improvements. 
Highlights today of the fight 
111 
which interest is at fever heat were 
Mayor Frank Riley's Issuance of a 
proclamation, which endorses the pro­ 
posal; an appeal from the board of 
education urging support of the plan, 
and a statement, signed "Committee 


of Citizen^,” calling for rejection of 
tho Issue. 
The mayor’s appeal pointed out that 
one of the important features of the 
school system Is the department of 
athletics. 
He said that Chester Is 
without a place 
to play basketbaU, 
thus In his opinion depriving girls ani 
boys of the physical and moral bene­ 
fits resulting from a properly direct 
ed training in this branch of athletics. 
He also said this lack of facilities also 
causes a break in the systematic train­ 


ing of boys whose work started at the 
beginning 
of the school term with 
football 
Riley also declared that if the bond 
issue were approved a suitable build­ 
ing will be provided tor athletic sports 
and for use of the general public, and 
which could be used $» an assembly 
room for students. 
The mayor concludes his statement 
by saying :"Our schools cannot con­ 
tinue to progress unless the bond issue 
to be voted upon next Tuesday is ap­ 


proved, and acting as mayor of the 
city of Chester this bond issue meets 
with my most hearty endorsement ana 
approval as being worthy of support.” 
The statement of a "committee of 
citizens” charged that toe bond Issue, 
deluding interest, will cost approxi­ 
mately $125,060 and will exhaust the 
school district's 
borrowing capacity 
The claim Is also set forth that the 
board of education bas no authority to 
fix the 1927 tax levy at this time, but 
that it should be set In July, 1927. 


Tho opponents of the proposal also 
urged homo renters to vote against 
tho issue on the ground that Its ap­ 
proval will result in increased rents. 
Voters are advised "not to sacrifice 
necessities for the grade pupils in or­ 
der to provide luxuries for high school 
athletics.” 
The board of education, In a letter 
to electors, appealed for approval of 
the ls»ue, declaring that the proposed 
$60,000 means only 14 cents per year 
upon each $100 valuation, covering a 


period of 25 years, or the life of the 
bonds. 
The board also pointed out 
that lf lavatories costing $6,500 were 
installed In one year it would mean 
a levy of 17ft cents per $100 valuation, 
while other necessary repairs listed 
would still be undone, whereas a levy 
of 14 cents for the proposed issue 
would make all repairs In addition to 
providing an assembly room.

A Notable Celebration. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. l l —The Bu­ 
reau of Standards, that wonder-work­ 
ing bureau of the Federal Go' eminent, 
has just celebrated Its twenty-fifth an­ 
niversary. 
Just a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago this bureau, the activities of 
which are aiding not only the people 
of the United States, but those of 
other nations! had its humble begin­ 
ning in an organization of fourteen 
employes. Their duties were perform­ 
ed in a few rooms in two buildings. 
The staff now consists of some 850 
employes housed in twenty-two build­ 
ings on a site of forty-three acres. In 
addition 
to the 
Washington plant 
there are now four branches of the 
Bureau located at Denver, San Fran­ 
cisco, Northampton, Pennsylvania, and 
Columbus, Ohio. Besides the regular 
staff of the Bureau, there are working 
there sixty-five research associates. 
These researchers are sent by var­ 
ious industries having particular prob­ 
lems to solve. 
The solving of these 
problems is not intended to benefit

any one firm, but la for the good of

again. 
A representative was 3ent to 
the Bureau of Standards to work in 
cooperation with the experts tnere to 
try to evolve some method whereby 
this waste might be eliminated. Such 
a method was finally found and the 
recovery of this gasoline haw saved 
millions of dollars. 
The research associates work un­ 
der the same rules and regulations as 
those on the regular government staff, 
but they are paid by the organizations 
which send them on this special work. 
It is explained that quite frequently 
it happens that a company may have 
a very complete laboratory in so far 
as its own particular industry is con­ 
cerned. 
When study is begun, how­ 
ever, on some problem it Is found that 
other fields are touched. It, therefore, 
is much more satisfactory to send a 
representative to the Bureau where he 
may avail himself of enormous labora­ 
tory facilities and the cooperation of 
government experts along many lines. 
Many Tests Every Year. 
The library contains 30,000 volumes 
and more than 700 periodicals. Where 
twenty-five years ago there were not 
over three divisions of work there 
are now eleven and these cloven are 
divided into sixty or more specialized

Over defense objection, he read to

CHESTER AW AITS 
VOTE TUESDAY ON PROPOSED$60,000 
BO 


W ith opinion 
seemingly 
divided. 
Chester elector* 
today awaited the 
battle of ballots next Tuesday on a 
proposed 
$60,000 
bond 
Issue 
for 
school Improvements. 
Highlights today of th# fight, 
In 
which interest is at fever heat, were 
Mayor Frank Riley’s issuance of a 
proclamation, which endorses the pro­ 
posal; an appeal from the board of 
education urging support of the plan. 
and a statement, signed “Committee 


of Citizen^," calling for rejection of 
tho Issue. 
The mayor’s appeal pointed out that 
one of the important features of the 
school system Is the departm ent of 
athletic*. 
He said that Chester Is 
without a place 
to play basketball, 
thus In his opinion depriving girls and 
boy* of the physical and moral bene­ 
fit* resulting from a properly direct­ 
ed training in this branch of athletic*. 
He also said this lack of facilities also 
cause* a break in the systematic train­ 


ing of boys whose work started at the 
beginning 
of the school term with 
footbalL 
Riley also declared that If the bond 
Issue were approved a suitable build­ 
ing will be provided for athletic sports 
and for use of the general public, and 
which could be used as an assembly 
room for students. 
The mayor concludes his statem ent 
by saying :“Our schools cannot con­ 
tinue to progress unless the bond Issue 
to be voted upon next Tuesday is ap­ 


proved, and acting as mayor of the 
city of Chester this bond lssu* meets 
with my most hearty endcrsement anet 
approval as being worthy of support." 
The statem ent of a “committee of 
citizens" charged that tile bond Issue, 
including interest, will cost approxi­ 
mately $125,000 and will exhaust the 
school district's 
borrowing capacity 
The claim is also set forth that the 
board of education has no authority to 
fix the 1927 tax levy at this time, but 
that it should be set in July, 1927. 


Tho opponents of the proposal also 
urged home renters to vote against 
tho Issue on the ground that Its ap­ 
proval will result in increased rent*. 
Voters are advised “not to sacrifice 
necessities for the grade pupils in or­ 
der to provide luxuries for high school 
athletics." 
The board of education, in a letter 
to electors, appealed for approval of 
the issue, declaring that the proposed 
$60,000 means only 14 cents per year 
upon each $100 valuation, covering a 


period of 25 years, or the life of the 
bonds. 
The board also pointed out 
that if lavatories costing $6,500 were 
installed in one year It would mean 
a levy of 1 7 c e n t s per $100 valuation, 
while other necessary repairs listed 
would still be undone, whereas a levy 
of 14 cents for the proposed issue 
would make all repairs In addition to 
providing an assembly room.

WASHINGTON, Dec. l l —The Bu­ 
reau of Standards, that wonder-work­ 
ing bureau of the Federal Go- ernmer.t, 
has just celebrated its twenty-fifth an­ 
niversary,

tury ago this bureau, the activities of 
which are aiding not only the people 
of the United States, but those of 
other nationel had Its humble begin­ 
ning in an organisation of fourteen 
employes. Their duties were perform­ 
ed in a few rooms in two buildings. 
The staff Bow consists of some 850 
employes boused in tweuty-two build­ 
ings on a site of forty-threo acres. In

there are now four branches of the 
Bureau located at Denver, Han Fran­ 
cisco, Northampton, Pennsylvania, ar <1 
Columbus, Ohio. 
Besides the regular
